A Pension Fund for Pennsyl 
vania Employes 


AFTER .10 YEARS’ LABOR. 


items of Interest Ricked Up from Va­ 
rious Sources for the Benefit of 
Democrat Readers. 


A fter several years’ considera­ 
tion, the 
Pennsylvania Railroad 
^ 
m/ 
company has decided to create a 
pension 
and superanuation 
fund 
for the benefit of the employes of 
the company. 
It is understood that 7c years 
has been fixed upon as the age for 
compulsory 
retirement, and that 
employes who have been 
thirty 
years in the service, but have not 
attained that age, will be entitled 
to the benefits of the fund. 
The pension allowance will be 
based upon length of service and 
the average wages received by em­ 
ployes during such service. 
It is 
estimated that it will require a pay­ 
ment by the 
company of about 
$300,000 per annum to make the 
fund effective. 
Preliminary 
ar­ 
rangements are now being made so 
that at the directors’ meeting in the 
fall definite action may be taken 
by the board and the fund put in 
operation. 
This fund will not interfere at 
all with the employes’ relief fund, 
but will work in entire harmony 
therewith, and the regulations gov­ 
erning the fund 
will 
be 
finally 
shaped 
through 
conferences 
be­ 
tween the executive officers of the 
company, 
the 
general 
manager, 
the comptroller and the advisory 
committee of the relief department. 


Big Supply of Coal Coiniug. 
The 
management of the M is­ 
souri Pacific makes it a rule every 
year to fill the immense coal sheds 
at this point, to be used in case of 
any trouble that may arise. 
A fter the coal has remained in 
the sheds for about a year, it is 
taken out and used on the road, 
ow ing to the fact that it rots after 
so long a time. 
When a D e m o c r a t reporter vis­ 
ited the shops yesterday afternoon 


a large force of men had just com­ 
pleted the work of unloading the 
sheds. 
Next week the company will 
haul 6,000 tons of fresh coal here 
and the work of 
re-loading the 
sheds will be begun.

Katy’ 
s Bad Management. 
The policy of cutting down the 
working time in the shops of the 
K a ty system to such an extent that 
many of the finest mechanics on 
the system, who had been at work 
on the line for many years, were 
compelled to go to other roads for 
employment, 
instead 
of being a 
shrewd financial policy is proving 
to be an expensive blunder for the 
road, and a policy that was totally 
devoid of anything like business 
foresight, says the Parsons Eclipse. 
In view of the recent cut downs 
on the K aty, in which the machin­ 
ists in the shops in this city and 
elsewhere were cut down to two 
working days a week, the engines 
of the road are probably in a worse 
condition than they have ever been 
before. 
W ith large crops in sight along 
the-line of the^road, and business 
steadily increasing this early in.the 
season, the managers havc^^wak- 
ened to the fact that the rdkd is 


crippled, and have largely increas­ 
ed their appropriations for needed 
repairs, but have found that they 
cannot get the machinists. 
The management of the mechan­ 
ical department has written letters 
to most all of the 
managers 
of 
western roads, asking them to send 
surplus machinists to this city and 
other points on the system, but find 
that other roads need all the men 
they have. 
The western country, as a rule, 
has, had 
an 
abundance 
of 
rain 
throughout the season, and every 
western road is preparing to move 
immense 
crops. 
In 
consequence 
they have no surplus machinists, 
and none appear to be applying. 
The policy established on the 
K aty during the last several years 
is proving damaging to the road. 
M any 
of the old employes 
have 
been getting into the employ of 
other systems, while the practice 
of cutting down the working hours 
on the line during a large part of the 
year below the point at which • the 
employes can make a living 
for 
their families is known to the em­ 
ployes of other systems, 
and 
in 
many cases where men are willing 
to change locations and work, they 
are not willing to quit work on 
any system 
where 
the 
working 
time is 
anywhere 
near 
uniform 
and go to a system that affords so 
much uncertainty as the Katy af­ 
fords. 
B y its peculiar business tactics, 
the K a ty finds out that it stands 
no show witli other systems when 
it is in the market for skilled labor 
and needs it badly.

Brother of Senator Cockrell, 
Who Lives In Texas. 


LEADS AN ACTIVE LIFE. 


íío twithstandiDj? His Great A^e He 
Sho ws Its Infirmities Only 
Sligrhtly .

No other state ever had a nob ler 
set of pioneers than Texas, b ut 
they are now nearly all dead, says 
a W ichita Falls, Texas, letter in 
the St. Louis Repub lic. 
A m ong 
the few survivors is S. N . Cock­ 
rell, now in his 98 th year. 
Mr. Cockrell is a half b rother of 
J . V. Cockrell, who represented 
this district in the Fifty-second and 
Fifty-third congresses, and of U n i­ 
ted States Senator Francis M .C ock­ 
rell, of Missouri. 
He had reached 
middle life b efore they were b orn. 
This venerab le man, 
who 
has 
done a great deal toward m aking 
history, was in this city a few days 
ago. 
He was on 
his way from 
Coryell county, in Central Texas, 
to Fisher county, near the b order 
of N ew Mexico, a distance of more 
than 400 miles. 
He was m aking 
his journey alone in a two-horse 
wagon, 
camping 
out at night, 
cooking his own meals and sleep­ 
ing in h^s wagon. 
He spent a day 
in this city and then drove eight 
miles in the country to the resi­ 
dence of Allen Parmer, where he 
remained two days. 
His acquaintance with Mr. P ar­ 
mer b egan when he was one of 
P rice’s trusted scouts and Parm er 
was one of Q uantrell’s followers, 
and a close friendship has existed 
ever since. On this trip Mr. Cock­ 
rell had with him a Winchester 
rifle and a doub le-b arreled shotgun, 
and was killing a good deal of time 
b y shooting jack rab b its and plover. 
H e has had no settled home for sev­ 
eral years, and spends his time 
among his relatives, who reside in 
widely separated portions of the 
state. 
Mr. Cockrell, or “ Uncle S i,” 


a s his old acquaintances call him, 
was b orn in Petersb urg, Va., in 
M arch, 1801. 
In childhood his 
father moved to Kentucky, where 
he lived until the son was 27 years 
old. 
The family then moved to 
Johnson county,' Missouri, where 
the young man 
remained until 
1823, 
when 
he came to Texas, 
where he has ever since lived. 
H e was a soldier in the Texas 
army under Sam Houston, and 
am ong the engagements in which 
he participated was that of San 
Jacinto. 
A fter 
that 
war 
was 
over, he went through the trying 
experience of the early settlers of 
Texas— fighting Indians and pro­ 
tecting the b order from Mexican 
depredations, 
until the Mexican 
war, when he again joined the 
army and performed valuab le ser­ 
vice under b oth Generals Scott and 
Taylor. 
Although 60 years of age when 
the war b etween the north and 
south b egan, he at once took up 
arms in defense of the confederacy, 
and served through the entire four 
years of that struggle. In the early 
part of the war he acted as a re­ 
cruiting officer, and at one time 
took 400 recruits out of Missouri 


to Gen. Price’s army. 
Parmer and 
others, who were at the b attle of 
Lone Jack, in Missouri, say that it 
was due to him more than any 
other man that the confederacy 
gained that victory. 
A fter that 
b attle he continued to serve as re­ 
cruiting officer and scout until the 
close of the war, when he returned 
to Texas, and has lived a quiet and 
unpretentious life ever since. 
Mr. Cockrell married in early 
life, b ut his wife and their children 
are dead, and for more than fifty 
years he lias lived a widower. 
N otw ithstanding his great age 
he does not show its infirmities. 
His step is firm, and he reads and 
shoots without glasses. 
He has 
b een reading the Repub lic for fifty 
years, and keeps himself well post­ 
ed on all of the leading topics of 
the day. 
He lives in the present, 
b elieves in progress, and thinks the 
latest improvements the b est. Com ­ 
ing into the world at the b eginning 
of the present century, he will, no 
doub t, see the dawn of the next, 
and b e among the very last of the 
Texas pioneers to pass away.
